John T. Warrington, the well- 
known cheese exporter,died Tuesday 
morning last. Some weéks ago he

With a Repe And Rings Even One Pers a 
Cain do lt Quickiv, 

Few farmers know the size of their fields 
or how many acres they contain. 1t is 
desirable—in fact, indispensable—for good 
work that « farmer should know this, 
othérwise he could not apportion seed or 
manure for it ; mor can he tell how much 
time it should take to plow, harrow or 
wultivate it, A good cotton cord, the size of 
« plow line,should be kept for this purpose. 
To make one, buy sixty-seven feet of cot- 
ton rope, one inch round ; fasten a ring at 
each end and make these rings precisely 
sixty-six feet apart, This is four rode, Tie 
a piece of red rag in the center.

Truthful Children. 


Thp perfect confidence between mother 
and child which should exist will not con- 
tinue if the child finds that the mother’s 
promises or threats are unfulfilled. If a 
child is told that unless he site etill while 
guests are present he will be punished 
when they are gone, and then this is not 
usually done as promised, or, as is often 
the case, the punishment is deferred until 
the promise is forgotten, the offender will 
naturally soon form a habit of disobedience 
which it 1 almost impossible to break. 
There is a criminal habit of affixing a penal- 
ty for wrong doing which is illy proportion. 
ed to theoffense. For example: “Ifyou dowo 
and 80,1 will cut off your ears,” or the like, 
done with the intention of forcing instant 
obedience, is apt to lead to just the oppo- 
site effect. Besides destroying the confi- 
dence of children in the parent, they will 
soon diverge farther andfurtherfrom truth- 
fulness, and say and do things which they 
know to be wrong, without reflecting on 
the consequences, No one, especially no 
mother, should ever make a promise to a 
child which she does not expect to fully 
a d out, Children are so impressible in 
all their younger yearethat their lives re- 
flect the influences of those about them. Uf 
lying and deceitare practised towards them, 
they will soon imbibe the banefal inflaences, 
and all their after lives may bear the pain- 
ful impress of this early teaching. 


When to Remedy Defects. 

Parents having a child born with defects 
or blemishes, should seek, to have’ them 
removed within a sbort time after its 
birth. Do not wait until a baby is two or 
three years old before a specialist is called 
in to see a child ; have him come when the 
little one is three months old. Birthmarks, 


moles, hare-lip, webfingers, clabfoot, etc., 
can be more successfully remedied when a 
child is young, and with much more satis- 
faction to the parerts, if for no other reason 
than because they are apared the pain of 
the child's protestations against a surgical 
operation, The young baby cannot think 
and has no dread as the child of maturer 
mind. It is only just and humane to spare 
the older child,

At this time of the year, when the 
coal begins to develop such extraordi- 
nary possibilities in the way of rapid 
consumption, housekeepers are eagerly 
on the lookout for something that will, 
at least, prevent waste, if it cannot by 
any other means make a ton“ 
ther.” There are several preparations 
for this purpose sold under fanciful 
names, but the basis of most of them is 
ordinary salt. If this latter is sprink- 
led liberally over the coal, either in the 
bin, or as it is put into the furnace, it 
will make it burn more evenly to a 
clean ash, and will also prevent clink- 
ers. Of course, there is some chemical 
explanation for this, but the ordinary 
housewife does not care much about 
the reason.

Prof, Russell says weod- 
en pails should never’be used an advises 
those of tin or galvanized material, Even 
scalding vessels does not kill all bacterial 
germs—we mean just turning water in and 
at once pouring it out, Nothing short of 
actually immersing them in boiling water 
and keeping them there, boiling, for many 
minutes will sutlice. .

| tuilking into a sterilized can and half into 


an unsterilized one shows that that in the 
latter sours from six to twelve hours sooner 
than that in the former. 

Sourness, tipeness, color, or bad odors or 
tastes in milk are almost universally due to 
bacteria. Some of these germs give an 
agreeable flavor to the milk and putter, but 
the majority neither please the taste = 
toward the betterment of health universal. 
Heat is nectasary to rapid growth of these 
germs, and as many of them are harmless 
until warmed up enough to grow, we pre- 
fer to keep all milk in a very low tempers- 
ture. 

In reviewing this matter do we see any- 
thing unreasonable, anything calculated to 
vall out protest or senseless sarcasm from 
intelligent readers? No peed to bring up 
the hackneyed expression ** but how about 
our grandfathers?” They lived, of course 
they did, and up to their light ; bat why 
do we take stock in anything that later 
scientific research or ingenuity bas broaght 
to our notice and aid?

He sold 100 to -butchers 
last year, besides fifty roosters to farmers 
for breeding — He sold some 
turkeys and some fruit, vegetables, anil 
good amount of butter and eggs. He did 
not pay out a dollar for help or for feed, 
He is liberal in his expenditures, at- 
tends entertainments of all kinds at the 
village which is « mile and a half away; 
has a well-furnished house; bas educated 
his children well; provided his daughters 
with a goed organ; has a place worth 35,- 
300, and in the judgment of a man who 
ought to know, lives as well as @ man pos- 
sibly could in Moline ons salary of $1,500 
a year.

Horsefiesh and Mule Meat. 


Horsefiesh, ass-flesh, and even mule-fiesh 


are now eaten in such large quantities in 
France that the regular butchers who deal 
n beef and mutton are getting uneasy. At 
a conference of the trade, which is being 
held in Paris, one of the principe! subjects 
for discussion was the manner in which 
the competition of the horse-butchers was 
to be met. 

In the result, a resolution was carried to 
the effect that horseflesh, asr-flesh and 
mule-flesh should be subjected to the same 
duties as those on other meats, in =—— 
tion, that is to say, to the selling value, 
and that deslers in horsefleth should be 
forbidden to sell what may be designated 
aa the ataple articles of the butcher’s trade. 
The Congress aleo expressed « unanimous 
opinion in opposition to the special military 
butcher's stores, their view being that the 
supply of meat should be left to private 
enterprise, With regard to the trade iu 

theats for the use of the army,

Mince Meat and Mince Pie.—Last year 
we gave a rule for a large quantity of mince 
meat but this year we illustrate thie time 
honored Christmas deasert by a recipe for 
two piesa so every housekeeper can try her 
rale without much trouble, Mix together 
ene cap of chopped apple, one half cup of 
raisins stoned and chopped, one half cup 
of currants, two tablespoonfala of batter, 
one tablespoonfal of molasses, one table- 
spoonful of boiled cider, one cup of sugar, 
one teaspoonfal clanamon, one tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one half nutmeg grated, 
one galt tiful of mace, one ral 
of salt.

Puff Paste,—One pound of flour, the yolk 
of one egg,one tablespoonful of salt one 
teas ul of lemon juice, Mix with ice 
water: to» stiff dough; toss it on toe the 
board which has been floured and knead 
until amooth ; pat and rolloat, Fold in 
one — of butter, washed, chilled, and 
divided inte four parts. Fold, turn half 
way round, = and roll out ; repeat seven 
times, Chill thoroughly before baking. 
This is the rale but unless one has seen = 
paste made or has more minute directions 
she will not make a success of her pastry by 
simply following the rule. 1+ is much easier 
to make half the rele than the whole. 
Washing the butter is of great importance; 
this is done, not to take out the salt bat to 
take out the bettermilk which would make 
the pastry tough.

SYMPTOMS OF THE DISEASE, 


Once the germ of pneumonia enters lungs 
suitable for its operations, it begins _ its 
work, Thesymptoms of this disease are 
well marked, and no physician experiences 
mach difficulty in diagnoving a case of 
pneumonia, The firet manifestations is a 
marked chill with rigor and shivering, last- 
ing from twenty minutes to an hour. There 
is an acate pain in the side affected which 
grows in intensity as the disease advances. 
In ordinary cases there is « cough and the 
sputum thrown off is tinged with blood 
end very tenacious, The temperature goes 
up to 105 or 104 and continues so during the 
course of the illness, which is about a week 
or ten days, when it suddenly falls. This 
sudden fallis called the crisis of pneumonia, 
and is quitea distinct feature of the dis- 
@ane. As soon as the crisis occurs the pa- 


tient changes from a condition of severe’ 


pain to ons of com tive comfort and 
proceeds to get well’ The canse of all these 
manipulations,ot course,has been the pneu- 
monia microbe which causes an inflammation 
of the lung or lungs by bringing about an 
exudation of serum which coagulates with-, 
in the cella, closés them up and renders thé 
lungs totally useless for respiratory pur- 
poses. One lobe of a lung may be atfected, 
or two, or the whole or both lungs, 


DRUNEKARD'S PNEUMONIA, 


Especially is pneumonia hard on those 
who have been addicted to strong drink. 
Statiatics of death in poeumonia would 
furnish one of the most striking temperance 
lecturea on record if all the facts were 
known. The very young and the aged 
succumb readily enough to this fell destroy- 
er, but the man of atrong frame goes down 
in the pride of his strength if he has 
undermined his constitution by alcohol. 
So commonly has this been observed that a 
very malignant form of pneumonia which 
has been frequently noticed in cases of 
inebriates hae been termed * drankard’s 
pneumonia.” In this malignant form, 
there may be little or no coughing ; the 
temperature will show but little rise ; but 
the pulse is usually bounding. The heart 
is speedily affected and death results, as 
it does in most cases of pneumonia which 
prove fatal from endocarditis, or an inflam. 
mation within the heart, 

DRUGS OF LITTLE AVAIL. 

Paeumonia is essentially a self-limited 
disease. It runs a fixed course and drugs 
have little or no effect in checking ite 
career, The headache, the pain in the 
side, the high tever and the plearisy con. 
tinuefor about «a week. hen if the 
patient does ne die the temperature takes 
a drop and he gradually recovers. Where 
adootor iamost useful is in watching the 
action of the heart, preventi complica- 
tions, and easing the pain, physician 
should always be called as soon as possible. 
The patient should be warmly wrapped up, 
but should be well supplied with fresh air, 
Stimulants are useful, and «a usefal method 
of treatment in the past hae been by poul- 
ticing thechest. Of late cold water 
applications have given good reaulta, But 
people should never attempt to doctor a 
case of pneumonia. Send for the family 
physician atonce. The heart must be 
carefully looked after, and — nm 
doemn’t naderstand the action o digitalis 
and morphia. Inhalations of oxygen, if 
properly administered, may be of great 
use,

3. Never put fresh stones on the roada, if 
by croas-picking and a thorough use of the 
rake the surface can be made smooth and 
kept at the proper strength and section, 

4. Remember that.the rake ia the moat 
useful tool in your collection, and it should 
be kept at close hand the whole year 
round, 

5 Do not spread large patches of stone 
over the whole width of the road, but coat 
the middle or horse track first, aud when 
this has worn in, coat each of the sides in 
turn, 

6. In moderately dry weather and on 
hard roads always pick up the old surface: 
into ridges six inches apart, and remove all 
large and projecting stones before applying 
a new coating. 

7. Never spread stones more than one 
atone deep, but add a second layer when 
the first has worn in, if one coat be not 
enough, 

8 Never shoot stones on the road and 
crack them where they lie, or a smooth 
surface will-be out of the question. 

9, Never put a stone upon the road for 
repairing purposes that will not freely pass 
in every direction through a two-inoh ring, 
and remember that\ stall smaller stones 
thould be used for patching and for all 
slight repairs, 

10.  Recollect that stones should be 
broken to finer gauge than soft, but that 
the two-inch gauge| is the largest that 
abould be used undot any circumstances 
where no steam roller is employed. 

ll, Never be without your

12. Use chips if possible for binding 
newly laid stones together, and remember

The 
importance of this will be appreciated 
fully by those who are old enough to re- 
member the sickening anxiety caused by 
the siow movement of troops in the early 
days of the Indian mutiny. 


Pulling Teeth by Electricity. 


Trials are reported to have been made at 
London, Eng., with a new apparatus fot 
the extraction of teeth by electricity, It 
consists of an inductive coil of extremely 
fine wire, having an interrupter that can 
vibrate at the rate of fifty times a second. 
The patient sits in the traditional arm chair 
and takes the negative electroie in his left 
hand, and the positive in his right. At this 
moment the operator turns on a current 
whoee intensity is gradually increased uatil 
it has attained the utmost limit thar the 
patient can support. The extractor is then 
pus in circuit and fastened on the tooth, 
which, under the action of the vibrations, 
is loosened &t once.

CRITICAL DAYS OF 1895. 


Ferewaraed Ik Forrarmed, and tvery body 
tan Watch et, 


Prof. Rudolph Falb of Leipzig, the dis 
coverer of the ‘critical days,” in giving the 
number, order, and dates for the coming 
year in the Deuteche Kaiser-Kalender for 
1805, states that the observations begun in 
1863 convince him that the attraction of the 
moon and enn upon the waters of the sea 
hada similar effect upon the ocean of the 
earth's atmosphere, as well ae upon the 
liquid and volatile masses contained in the 
interior of our globe. He discovered that 
great atmospheric disturbances, shocks of 
earthquake, and explosions in mines were 
aurprisingly often the coincident with the 
days upon which the moat extensive tides 
and other oceanic commotions were caused 
by the influences of either moon or san, or 
both. These periods Prof, Falb distinguishes 
by the name of *' critical days,” because 
they mark, on the one side, periedical 
‘turning points” in the equilibriam of the 
neptunic, plutonic, and atmospheric masees 
above mentioned, and on the other side 
afford the measure and meana for comput- 
ing the degree and effect of lunar and solar 
forvea mour planet, 

The individuel corstellationa effecting 
each for iteelf an increase of these forces 
are: First, the periges, thatis the time 
when moonand earth are nearest to one 
another; setond, the moon's equatorial 
ition; third, the perihelion, when our globe 
ia neareat the sun; fourth, the sun’s equa- 
torial position; fifth, the syzygies, or new 
moon and full moon; sixth, the lanar or 
solar eslipees, 

The year 1895 will be especially notable 
for the fact of ite three most critical days 
being accompanied by eclipses. In men- 
tioning the dates in their different orders 
and grades of individual effectiveness, Prof, 
Falb takes care to state that the reaulte of 
the strongest attractions often precede 
their ‘‘critical days.” as theoretically com- 

uted, by one or two days, while those of 
esser import may be from two to three 
days later than periodicaly fixed. The 
latter may leo be the case at the time of 
critical days of the first order whenever 
long continuing and extensive atmospheric 
pressure or eastern winda prevailed pre 
vious to those dates, The following are 
the ‘‘oritical days” for 1805: 

Of the first order: Sept. 18, March 11, 
Ang. 20, Feb, 9, Oct. 18, April 9, July 22, 
and Jan. 11, 

Of the second order: May 9, Nov. 16, 
March 26, April 25, Dec, 31, Oct. 14, Feb. 
24, June 22, Sept. 4, and Nov. 2. 

Of the third order: May 24, Deo, 2, 
Deo. 16, June 7, Aug.5, Jan. 25, and July 7.

Wood Going Out of Use. 

The enormous increase in the capacity of 
iron and steel works has its justification 
and warrant in the wide variety of new 
employments found for those metals as sub- 
atitutes for wood’ The German Iron Trade 
Association bas lately taken the pains to 
point out, at great expense, for the benefit 
of all concerned, the many advantages to 
be gained by the resort to steel; and it 
would seem that there is barely « single 
use left for wood in constructive detail and 
not much in ornamental finish, except gen- 
uine carving. The modern edifice is neares 
perfection in point of durability and safety 
according to the proportion in which metal 
has excluded wood, It is now p that 
wood shall be dispensed with entirely in the 
framework of railway rolling stock,’ and 
this means something when we remember 
that there are about 2,500,000 railway veh- 
icles exclvaive of locomotives, In mines 
metal is doing away with wood, and the 
use of iron-pit props in France has shown 
that they need to be renewed only half as 
often as those of wood. At the same time, 
metal hasite own special risks,{ and.it is 
suggested, for example, that unless care- 
fully insulated, a large building full of steel 
and iron might be as susceptible to. elec- 
trolytic action by stray currenta eating it 
up a@ though it were rail, forming part of 
an electric railway circuit, or gas or water 
pipes adjacent thereto, It this new dan 
existe, ite remedy should be readily 
coverable.
